THE MAKING OF INDIA INK. 

Tho manufacture of so-called India ink 
has reinained a jealously guarded trade 
secret for centuries. Tho namo of tha 
articlo itself is a misnomor, for the center 


rovinco An-Hui. The raw matorial is |- 
lampblack obtained by the burning of a 
mixture of oil of ecsame with varnish and 
hog’s lard. The slower the combustion the 
better and more precious is the product, 
The lampblnck is mixed witha certain amount 
of glue; the dough thus formed is then beaton 
with steel hammers on wooden anvils and 
two laborers working together at this task 
can finish about forty pounds of the dough 
per day. A small addition of Japanosy 
oamphor-and musk gives it its peculiar 
smelt. While stil! pliant the mixture is] 
shaped in wooden forms and dyied during 
fair weather. In order to he perfect each | 
eake must be exposed to the air for twenty 
days.
